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The airfield was north of a small ruilroad station which was 
about 1 km northwest of the town border of Parnu (2h029'R/ 
58°23 'N) . ' - (gee Annex). 


The field was divided into a large west section and a small 
‘east section by 4 single-track railroad line leading from 


Parnu to Lavassaare (24 °20'E/58°%6'N). The surrounding

terrain was Level. jn alley ran along the wastern edve of 
ths field and a marshy terrain where peat was being cut 
bordered the north. A macademized road led from town to the 
airfleld. 


The landing field, about 2% 5 km, was peing drained by Pisa; 
a runway, about 2 km long, was under construction; a %0-cm 
excavation was given a layer of rubble, a second layer of 
»oroken stones and gravel, and a top asphalt layer of unknown 
thickness. 


There were no hangars but 12 tents for 2 aircraft each were 
on the western adae of the field. West of the railroad 
line, on the southern edge of the fie ld there wexe 8 to 10 
field bunkers, including the so-called headquarters bunker 
and the switchboard bunker. The remaining bunkers were 
billets for soldiers. Twenty villa-like buildings, occupied 
by air force officers, were along the alley on the western 
eage. <A workshop tent was at the northwest corner of the 
field. The aircraft were tefueled from an undergroum fuel 
dump in the western section and from drums. 


. Bombers of Gorman inake were parked along the railroad line 


on the northern edge of the fiald,. 
There were four mobile radio stations and a mobile DF station. 


Bight heavy AA guns were anplaced northeast of the railroad 

station, four, searchlights on the western edge and one search= 
light on the southeastern edge of the field. ‘the searchlignts 
were in operation for night flying.
